Opponents  to  the  increase 
criticized  the  new  rates  as 
“inequitable.”  The  present 
sewerage  rate  for  apartments 
is  $8.80  a  month,  based  on 
19  74  average  billings.  The 
proposed  rate  is  $15.16.  The 
commercial-industrial  rate 
would  increase  from  an 
average  monthly  rate  of  $6.51 
to  $17.33. 

These  increases  will  be 
passed  on  to  the  public, 


according  to  Victor  Oldroyd, 
owner  of  the  Wash  Hut. 
Laundromats  are  used 
primarily  by  low-income 
persons,  usually  students  and 
the  elderly,  Oldroyd  said. 
These  customers  will  probably 
have  to  pay  50  cents  a  wash 
instead  of  the  current  30-35 
cents,  he  said. 

Oldroyd  said  it  will  cost  $35 
per  washing  machine  just  for 
new  coin  boxes  to  handle  the 
increased  charge. 


Mayor  Russell  Grange  said 
the  increases  are  necessary  to 
retire  the  $5  million  bond  and 
to  cover  the  operation  and 
maintenance  costs  for  the 
additions  to  the  city’s  sewer 
treatment  plant.  Voters 
approved  the  bond  issue  for 
the  plant  in  the  November 
election. 

According  to  Grange,  the 
proposed  rates,  which  will 
take  effect  Jan.  1,  are  based 


on  the  amount  of  sewage  that 
users  contribute  to  the 
system.  “Someone’s  got  to 
pay  for  it.  Those  who  use  it 
the  most  should  pay  the 
most,”  he  said. 

Grange  said  “fair  share”  is. 
the  key  in  determining  the 
rates.  He  added,  “All  we  have 
is  the  word  of  our  engineers 
for  what  fair  share  is.  If  we 
can  be  shown  that  it’s  not  fair, 
we  will  listen.  We  have  an 
open  mind.” 


However,  Grange  said, 
“There  is  not  much  room  for 
negotiations.  If  you  decrease 
it  to  one,  you’ll  have  to  charge 
if  to  others.” 

According  to  Grange,  it  is 
too  early  to  tell  if  Provo 
residents’  rates  will  have  to  be 
increased  more  than  the 
proposed  90  cents  in  order  to 
distribute  the  costs. 

Neither  BYU  representatives 
nor  hospital  administrators 


voiced  opposition  at  Monday’s 
hearing.  Hospital  charges  will 
show  the  greatest  increase. 
The  proposed  monthly  rate  is 
$6  per  bed,  compared  to  the 
current  charge  of  25  cents  per 
bed. 

BYU  charges  will  also 
skyrocket.  The  university 
currently  pays  $25,000  yearly 
for  sewage  treatment.  The 
proposed  cost  is  $160,000.

Holiday  trip?  Find  ride  fast 


Thousands  of  BYU  students  will  soon  be 
crowding  planes,  buses  and  cars  to  get  away 
for  the  holidays. 

Many  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  flights 
out  of  Salt  Lake  City  are  already  full, 
according  to  Audrey  Liston,  Deseret  Travel 
office  manager.  Reservations  for 
Thanksgiving  are  not  nearly  as  hard  to  get  as 
those  for  Christmas,  but  some  flights  to 
major  cities  Nov.  26  are  already  full. 

Getting  on  a  flight  to  a  relatively  small 
city  for  Thanksgiving  should  not  be  too 
difficult  unless  that  flight  makes  connections 
at  a  major  aiport,  she  said. 

The  heaviest  demand  for  travel  is  on  Dec. 
18-22  and  Jan.  4-5,  Mrs.  Liston  said.  Most 
flights  for  those  days  are  already  full  and 
waiting  lists  are  being  compiled. 

.  Students  unable  to  get  reservations  for  the 
day  they  want  to  leave  can  choose  one  of 


several  solutions  for  the 
how-to-get-out-of-Provo  problem. 

They  can  first  put  their  names  on  a 
waiting  list,  Mrs.  Liston  said.  If  reservations 
are  canceled,  those  on  the  waiting  list  will  be 
given  the  first  opportunity  to  get  tickets. 

Many  reservation-holders  fail  to  appear  at 
the  airport  to  claim  their  places  on  the 
flights.  Those  who  were  unable  to  get 
reservations  can  go  to  the  airport  on  the  day 
they  want  to  leave  and  wait.  If  there  are 
spaces  available  because  reservation  holders 
fail  to  appear,  those  waiting  will  be  given  the 
opportunity  to  take  the  places  available. 

If  all  else  fails,  students  can  make 
reservations  for  flights  on  days  other  than 
those  originally  planned  for. 

Mrs.  Liston  said  it  is  necessary  to  make 
reservations  with  only  one  travel  agency  and 
only  one  airline.  In  fact,  it  is  illegal  to  make 
more  than  one  reservation  for  one  flight. 

Airlines  often  compare  reservation  lists, 
she  said.  If  duplications  are  found,  both 


reservations  are  canceled. 

Travel  agencies  exist  to  provide 
convenience  for  the  public,  Mrs.  Liston  said. 
Tickets  purchased  from  agencies  cost  the 
same  as  those  purchased  directly  from 
airlines. 

Shopping  the  various  airlines  for  lowest 
rates  is  unncessary,  according  to  Mrs.  Liston, 
since  no  airline  cuts  others’  prices.  Student 
and  stand-by  rates  are  no  longer  offered,  and 
hone  of  the  “no-frill”  flights  leave  Salt  Lake 
City,  she  said. 

A  special  Bicentennial  fare  is  offered  on 
some  flights  longer  than  750  miles.  That 
discount  is  not  effective  on  flights  Dec.  19, 
20,  24,  26  or  Jan.  4  and  5,  she  said. 

A  fairly  sure  way  to  get  out  of  Provo  for 
the  holidays  is  to  go  by  bus.  According  to 
Ernest  E.  Veach,  Continental  Trailways 
terminal  manager,  “We’ve  never  left 
anybody.” 

Bus  tickets  are  sold  on  a  first-come, 
first-served  basis,  he  said.  Students  can  help 


the  bus  lines  by  making  plans  early  and 
making  the  lines  aware  of  their  intentions  to 
travel.  If  it  appears  buses  will  be  filled,  more 
sections  for  that  route  can  be  added,  thus 
assuring  everyone  a  place. 

Greyhound  offers  special  rates  for  rides  to 
major  cities  across  the  country,  according  to 
Dick  Westwood,  Greyhound  agent.  Student 
representatives  of  the  bus  line  organize  38  to 
43  students  to  travel  together  on  the  same 
bus. 

All  these  special  buses  will  leave  the 
Marriott  Center  parking  lot  Dec.  19, 
Westwood  said.  Fare  for  the  special  buses  is 
about  two-thirds  of  that  on  regular  rides. 

He  refers  students  desiring  tickets  to  cities 
served  b.y  special  runs  to  the  appropriate 
student  representatives  rather  than  selling 
regular-priced  tickets.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  BYU’s  first 
governor  of  the  Utah  Intercollegiate 
Assembly  was  elected  here 
Saturday  in  the  assembly’s  final 
session. 

Prior  to  the  elections,  19  jaills  and 
resolutions  dealing  with  state  issues 
were  passed  by  the  House  and 
Senate  during  the  three-day 
assembly  at  the  capitol.  Student 
delegations  from  eight  Utah 
colleges  and  universities  filled  both 
legislative  chambers  fOr  the 
assembly. 

The  governor-elect,  Steve 
Madsen,  ASBYU  Ombudsman, 
served  as  attorney  general  for  1975 
session  of  the  UIA. 

Mark  McKuilken,  Utah  State 
University,  was  elected  secretary  of 
state.  Also  representing  USU,  Mike 
Sibbett  was  elected  attorney 
general  for  the  1976  session. 

Larry  Richards  and  David 
Stephens  will  represent  the 
University  of  Utah  as  president  of 


Lobby  committee 

Along  with  one  representative 
from  each  Utah  college  and 
university,  these  four  officers  will 
form  a  lobby  committee  to  present 
the  UIA  bills  and  resolutions  before 
the  Utah  legislative  houses,  Madsen 
said. 

“We  are  a  special  interest 
lobbying  group,  and  our  special 
interest  is  in  representing  students. 
We  will  work  closely  with  the 
governor  and  both  houses  to  see  the 
views  and  needs  of  students  are  well 
represented,”  he  said. 

A  resolution  adopted  by  the  40th 
Utah  legislature  in  January  1974 
recognized  the  UIA  as  an  arm  of 
the  state  legislature. 

Other  speakers 

In  an  address  to  delegation 
members  Saturday,  Ernest  Dean, 
president  of  the  Utah  Senate,  said 
he  will  personally  present  the 
legislation  passed  by  the  UIA  to 


both  legislative  bodies.  He  also  said 
he  will  recognize  the  UIA  lobby 
committee  on  the  Senate  floor  and 
will  give  them  time  to  speak  in 
behalf  of  student  interests. 

Gov.  Calvin  Rampton,  Atty.  Gen. 
Vernon  Romney  and  Ron  Rencher, 
speaker  of  the  House,  also  spoke. 

Madsen  said  he  feels  the 
committee  can  effectively  represent 
students  with  the  recognition  UIA 
has  received  from  the  state  leaders. 

Issues  which  directly  affect 
students  will  be  the  committee’s 
first  priority,  he  said.  Second 
priority  will  be  issues  which  affect 
students  as  Utah  citizens,  he  added. 

“UIA  is  not  a  mock  legislature, 
but  a  recognized  arm  of  the 
legislature,”  Madsen  said. 

Moderate  stance 

Madsen  said  he  feels  the  election 
of  a  BYU  student  governor 
indicates  a  moderate  stance  by 
Utah  students,  since  BYU 
represents  a  relatively  conservative 
group. 

Madsen  said  a  book  with  the 


legislation  passed  during  the  1975 
session  will  be  presented  to  Gov. 
Rampton. 

In  the  final  session,  delegates 
choose  five  pieces  of  legislation  to 
be  given  priority  in  this  report. 
These  include  resolutions  urging  the 
adoption  of  the  Landlord-Tenant 
Act  and  placement  of  a  student  on 
the  Utah  State  Board  of  Regents. 
Other  resolutions  deal  with 
residency  and  voting  rights, 
legislative  age  eligibility  and 
limiting  medical  tuition  increases. 

The  legislation  receiving  sixth 
priority  urges  establishment  of  an 
Ombudsman  office  for  Utah. 

Y-sponsored  bills 

BYU  delegates  sponsored 
residency  voting  rights  legislation 
and  the  proposal  for  the 
Landlord-Tenant  Act. 

Other  BYU-sponsored  legisltion 
passed  by  the  assembly  include 
resolutions  urging  general  sessions 
of  the  Utah  Legislature  to  be  held 
annually  and  the  legislature  be 
permitted  to  call  sessions  itself. 


China  calls 
detente  a 
'hand-over' 


TOKYO  (AP)  -  China, 
indicating  the  line  it  will  take 
when  President  Ford  visits 
Peking  next  week,  said 
Monday  that  detente  in 
Kremlin  terms  means  “others 
should  hand  over  to  the 
Soviet  social-imperialists  what 
they  demand.” 

Chinese  officials  lectured 
Secretary  of  State  Henry  A. 
Kissinger  on  what  they  see  as 
the  dangers  of  detente  with 
Moscow  when  he  visited 
Peking  recently  to  prepare  for 
Ford’s  trip. 

The  official  Hsinhua  news 
agency  said  Soviet  leaders  are 
claiming  smugly  that  the 
Soviet  bloc’s  international 
position  has  strengthened 
while  the  U.S.  position  has 
weakened.

style  and  construction  of 
Boccaccio’s  best  known 
work,  “Decameron.”  The 
purpose  of  that  work,  she 
said,  was  to  console  women 
in  love  and  bring  harmony 
and  balance  in  human  life.

The  best  replacement 
found  so  far  for  the  manual 
system  is  CLSI,  he  said.  “It’s 
so  versatile  because  we  can 
add  terminals.” 

The  Salt  Lake  County 
Library  uses  the  CLSI  system, 
and  Taylor  said  the 
University  of  Utah  may  have 
it  implemented  by  January. 

“This  is  one  automation  in 
the  library  that  will  affect  the 
user.  It’s  a  great  service 
thing,”  Taylor  said.  He  said  if 
books  are  checked  out  faster, 
circulation  will  increase.

$299  fine  and/or  six  months 
in  the  county  jail.

center  stage  opens  into  a 
sunburst  with  an  impressive 
scene  involving  Atahuallpa 
(Bryce  Ward),  the  Incan  ruler. 
His  people  believe  that  he  is 
descended  from  the  Sun  God 
and  will  never  die. 

Although  the  play  spans 
the  years  1529  to  1533,  the 
audience  is  only  vaguely 
aware  of  the  time  change  due 
to  the  stage  setting.  By  the 
use  of  creative  lighting,  an 
illusion  of  forests,  evening 
light  and  an  aura  about  the 
person  of  Atahuallpa  are 
easily  seen. 

Effective,  too,  is  the 
rotating  platform  in  the 
center  of  the  stage,  combined 
with  visual  lighting  effects 
that  vividly  display  the 
illusion  of  climbing  up  the 
great  Andes  mountains  as  the 
Spaniards  continue  their 
quest  to  find  the  unseen  but 
often-felt  presence  of  the 
great  Inca. 

Verbose  dialogue 

Shaffer’s  verbose  dialogue 
is  a  refreshing  digression  from 
the  usual  cut-and-dried, 
non-stiumlating  scripts  so 
typical  of  British  writers.  “I 
very  much  admire  the 
dialogue  of  the  script,  for  it 
involves  people  in  thinking 
and  perceiving  as  well  as 
feeling  the  intensity  of  the 
characters,”  said  Dr.  Hansen. 

One  of  the  most  impressive 
portions  of  the  script  is 
marked  by  a  little  ballad  sung

by  Atahuallpa  to  Pizarro.  The 
sobering  ballad,  “O  Little 
Finch,”  hauntingly  describes 
the  situation  of  the 
“robber-bird”  (the  Spaniards) 
and  how  the  little  finch  (the 
Incas)  must  be  wary. 

Indeed,  the  great  Inca  is 
warned  many  times  by  his 
counselors,  who  mistrust  the 
white  visitors  and  who  do  not 
accept  them  as  the  Great 


White  God. 

Atahuallpa  is  believed  to  be 
the  son  of  the  Sun  —  a  divine 
being  who  tells  the  people 
when  to  work,  in  what 
position,  where  to  live,  when 
to  plant  and  when  to  marry. 
When  he  is  captured,  the  Inca 
empire  domes  to  a  stop,  for 
no  one  else  among  them  has 
been  trained  to  think. 

Special  note  should  be. 


made  of  the  authenticity  of 
costuming  and  musical 
backgrounds.  Impressive, 
ornamented  costumes 
displaying  the  royalty  of  the 
Incas  and  the  instrumenta¬ 
tion  of  Indian  music  added 
realism  to  the  staging.  The 
Spaniards  costumes,  too, 
were  of  authentic  nature  and 
one  could  nearly  feel  the 
weight  of  the  armor.

D.  Delos  Ellsworth,  former  administrative 
assistant  to  Sen.  Barry  Goldwater  and  a 
member  of  the  Arizona  State  Legislature  for 
eight  years,  has  been  named  associate 
director  of  the  Ezra  Taft  Benson  Agriculture 
and  Food  Institute  at  BYU. 

BYU  Pres.  Dallin  H.  Oaks  said  Ellsworth 
will  work  with  institute  director  Dr.  Lowell 
D.  Wood  in  developing  research  programs 
which  will  help  increase  the  food  and  fiber 
output  of  needy  peoples  around  the  world. 

Ellsworth’s  primary  responsibility  will  be 
public  relations  and  raising  $3.3  million  to 
fund  the  institute’s  research  programs. 

The  recently  organized  institute  is  named 
after  former  U.S.  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
Ezra  Taft  Benson  who  currently  is  president 
of  the  Quorum  of  the  Twelve  of  the  LDS 
Church. 

Ellsworth  came  to  BYU  last  August  as  an 
assistant  professor  of  agricultural  economics. 
The  Arizona  native  earned  his  bachelor’s 
degree  at  Arizona  State  University  and  his 
master’s  degree  in  agricultural  economics  at 
Cornell  University. 

He  has  served  as  a  member  of  the  board  of 
directors  of  Southern  Arizona  Bank  and 
Trust  Co.,  president  of  the  American  Society 
of  Farm  Managers  and  Rural  Appraisers  and 
president  of  Ellsworth  Enterprises,  Inc.,  and 
Ellsworth  School  of  Real  Estate  in  Mesa, 
Ariz. 

Ellsworth  was  elected  to  the  Arizona  State 
House  of  Representatives  in  1964  where  he 


served  as  minority  whip;  became 
administrative  assistant  to  Sen.  Barry 
Goldwater  in  1968;  and  was  elected  to  the 
Arizona  State  Senate  in  1970  where  he  was 
chairman  of  the  Commerce  and  Labor 
Committees  and  Education  Committee.  He 
served  four  years  in  the  State  Senate. 

He  has  taught  classes  in  real  estate  finance, 
development  and  appraisal  at  ASU,  Mesa 
Community  College,  California  Polytechnic 
Institufe  at  San  Luis  Obispo,  Texas  Tech 
University  in  Lubbock,  and  Montana  State 
University  in  Bozeman.  He  is  a  member  of 
the  faculty  for  Schools  of  the  American 
Society  of  Farm  Managers  and  Rural 
Appraisers. 

Ellsworth  is  married  to  the  former  Alba 
Jean  Lufkin  and  the  couple  has  six  children. 
He  is  an  active  member  of  the  LDS  Church, 
having  served  a  mission  to  South  Africa  and 
as  a  member  of  a  high  council  and  as  a 
bishop.

Controversy  continues

AMERICAN  FORK,  Utah 
(AP)  A  legislative 
committee  will  look  into 
treatment  of  patients  at  Utah 
State  Training  School  for  the 
mentally  retarded  and 
examine  possible  effects  of 
controversy  over  the  school 
on  its  pending  national 
accreditation,  says  Utah 
Senate  President  Ernest  Dean. 

Dean  made  the 
announcement  Sunday  at  a 
meeting  called  to  counter 
allegations  made  in  a  news 
series  on  KUTV  television 
during  the  past  two  weeks. 

Dean  said  the  Social 
Services  Committee  will  meet 
Dec.  1 0  at  the  school. 

Meanwhile,  an  investigative 
subpoena,  was  to  be  issued 
Tuesday  in  Utah  County  for 
affidavits  and  documents 
used  by  the  Salt  Lake  City 
television  station  in  its  news 
series  on  the  school,  said 
County  At ty.  Noall  Wootton. 
KUTV  has  indicated  it  will 
comply  with  any  lawful  court 
orders. 


The  KUTV  reports 
included  allegations  by 
former  and  present  staff 
members  of  poor  sanitation 
conditions,  maggots  found  on 
patients  and  in  food,  physical 
abuse  of  patients  and  medical 
lapses  such  as  unattended 
broken  bones  and  drug  abuse, 
including  some  conditions 
which  resulted  in  deaths.

The  Lonnie  L.  Moseley 
family  of  Salt  Lake  City  has 
loaned  a  collection  of  23  East 
African  birds  to  the  BYU 
Life  Sciences  Museum. 

The  birds  are  part  of  the 
Moseleys’  60-specimen 
collection  representing  52 
species  of  the  more  common 
African  birds,  according  to 
Dr.  Wilmer  W.  Tanner, 
museum  curator. 

The  birds  were  collected 
over  a  four  and  a  half  year 
period  while  Lt.  Col.  Moseley 
was  stationed  with  the  U.S. 
Army  in  Addis  Ababa, 
Ethiopia,  as  part  of  a  military 
assistance  advisory  group. 

The  Moseleys,  including 
wife  Carol  and  son  Richard, 
spent  their  free  time  traveling 
throughout  East  Africa  to 
assemble  this  valuable 
collection,  Dr.  Tanner  said. 
Richard  studied  taxidermy 
and  did  most  of  the  work  in 
preserving  the .  specimens,  he 
said. 

The  birds  are  now  on 
display  in  the  Life  Sciences 
Museum,  the  curator  noted. 
They  also  are.  being  used  in 
comparative  studies  involving 
other  bird  specimens  from 
the  United  States,  Mexico 
and  South  America  which  are 
in  the  museum  collection.

(AP)  -•  A  large  green  parrot  loose  in 
Spokane  is  not  a  bird  of  its  word,  Humane  Society  officials 
say. 

They  say  the  parrot,  which  has  been  flying  around  the 
city’s  South  Hill  neighborhood  the  past  year,  sits  in  trees  and 
yells  “help.” 

But  when  society  employes  try  to  come  to  its  aid,  they  say 
the  bird  stays  in  the  high  branches  where  it  can’t  be  caught. 

Karen  Hargraves,  Humane  Society  education  director,  said 
more  than  40  calls  have  been  received  about  the  bird  in  the 
last  year. 

“We’re  sure  it’s  the  same  one,”  she  said,  “It  just  sits  in  the 
top  of  a  tree  somewhere  and  hollers  for  help.” 

She  said  the  parrot  has  been  reported  all  over  the  city,  but 
that  it  seems  to  prefer  South  Hill. 

Society  employes  are  curious  as  to  how  the  parrot  survives 
Spokane’s  cold  winter  climate.

PARK,  N.C.  (AP)  -  A 
study  of  teen-age  drinking 
habits  says  28  per  cent  of  the 
nation’s  teenagers  are 
problem  drinkers. 

The  national  survey  of 
13,000  youths  in  450  schools 
across  the  country  found  that 
28  per  cent  reported 
themselves  as  drunk  at  least 
four  times  in  the  past  year  or 
said  that  their  drinking  got 
them  in  trouble  with  peers  or 
superiors  at  least  twice  in  the 
past  year.  The  surveyors  said 
that  constituted  a  drinking 
problem. 


Survey 

The  survey,  released 
Wednesday,  Was  done  for  the 
National  Institute  of  Alcohol 
Abuse  and  Alcoholism  by  the 
Research  Triangle  Institute. 
Students  in  the  snrvey  filled 
out  a  questionnaire. 

The  survey  results  indicated 
that  less  than  18  per  cent  of 
the  nation’s  17-year-olds  have 
never  taken  a  drink  although 
the  legal  drinking  age  in  all 
states  is  at  least  18. 

Project  director  J.  Valley 
Rachal  said  the  most 
surprising  finding  was  that 
about  one-fourth  of  the 
1 3-year-olds  surveyed  could 
be  classified  as  moderate 
drinkers.  The  researchers 
defined  a  moderate  drinker  as 
one  who  drinks  lightly  once  a 
week  or  drinks  more  heavily 
on  occasion.  Only  38  per  cent 
of  the  13-year-olds  said  they 
were  teetotalers. 


One-half 

Close  to  half  of  all  the 
students  surveyed  said  they 
had  been  drunk  within  the 
past  year. 

Rachal  said  the  35 -page 
questionnaire  indicated  that 
beer  was  the  teen-agers’  most 
popular  beverage.  Boys  drank 
more  often  and  more  heavily 
than  girls;  and  children  of 
drinking  parents  tended  to 
drink  more  frequently. 

Rachal  said  students,  with 
strong  religious  beliefs  and 
students  in  the  South  tended 
to  drink  less.

Church  council  urged 
to  fight  against  racism

NAIROBI,  Kenya  (AP)  Asian  and  African  churchmen 
insisted  today  that  the  World  Council  of  Churches  step  up  its 
fight  against  “racism  and  colonialism”  as  essential  to  a 
unified  Christianity. 

“Unless  we  are  liberated,  we  cannot  be  united,”  the  Rev. 
Canon  Burgess  Carr,  general  secretary  of  the  All  African 
Conference  of  Churches,  told  the  global  interdenominational 
body’s  fifth  septennial  assembly. 

“We  believe  Jesus  frees  before  he  unites.” 

The  issue  was  an  underlying  ferment  as  the  mixed 
concourse  of  Christians  began  work  at  solidifying  their  ranks 
across  boundaries  of  tradition,  culture  and  the  new  shadows 
of  an  economic,  racial  dividing  line. 

That  line  ran  between  the  undeveloped,  dark-skinned 
nations  and  the  richer,  mostly  white  West.  For  the  first  time, 
assembly  delegates  from  the  undeveloped  Third  World  held  a 
slight  voting  edge. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Canon  Carr,  garbed  in  a  brightly  patterned 
robe  and  headdress,  told  the  church  representatives  that  their 
program  to  combat  racism  has  “enhanced  the  credibility”  of 
Christianity  in  Africa. 

But  he  said  the  council  must  give  “greater  effectiveness”  to 
the  fight  against  “white  racism  and  colonialism”  which  he 
called  of  central  significance  to  the  churches  of  Africa. 

Meanwhile,  it  was  reported  that  the  Evangelical  Church  of 
West  Germany  has  rejected  a  request  by  the  All  Africa 
church  group  that  the  German  church  urge  the  German 
government  and  industry  first  to  stop  giving  aid  for  nuclear 
development  to  white-ruled  South  Africa. 

The  dispute  circulated  in  the  background  as  the  assembly 
started  business  sessions  of  its  meeting.  The  spread  df  the 
church  cooperative  movement,  and  rapid  growth  of 
Christianity  in  Africa  and  Asia,  has  given  Third  World 
delegates  added  muscle  in  the  assembly.

It 
comes  with  a  1.6  or  1.2  litre  engine,  and  a 
four-speed  standard  or  three  speed 
automatic.

Christmas 

“These  special  Christmas 
flights  have  been  authorized 
by  BYU  to  help  our  students 
go  home  for  Christmas  for  a 
reasonable  price,”  said 
George  Talbot,  operations 
administrator  for  the 
Department  of  Travel 
Studies.  Civil  Aeronautics 
Board  regulations  prevent 
travel  agencies  from  soliciting 
charter  flights  on  university 
campuses,  but  a  university 
may  sanction  an  “Affinity 
Charter,”  and  underwrite 
special  flights  to  travel 
agencies  for  the  benefit  of  its 
students. 

Both  flights  will  include: 
bus  transportation  from 
Provo  to  Salt  Lake  City  on 
December  19,  and  return 
transportation  upon  the 
return  date  of  each  flight 
from  Salt  Lake  City. 
However,  students  must 
arrange  for  their  own 
transportation  from  New 
York  or  Washington  D  C.  to 
their  respective  homes.  . 

Down  payment 

Both  travel  agencies  will 
accept  a  $50  down  payment 
now  to  save  a  reservation  for 
all  those  interested  in  making 
the  trip  home,  with  the 
balance  due  on  the  deadlines 
established  by  the  respective 
agency. 

“Reservation  deadline  for 
New  York  is  November  15,” 
stated  Miss  Barnes,  “the 
aircraft  will  leave  New  York 
on  Januapr  5,  1976  for  the 
return  flight  to  Salt  Lake 
City.”

Preparedness  the  key 
to  safe  winter  driving 


Preparation  is  the  key  to 
safe  winter  driving,  according 
to  a  Provo  safety  official. 

Condie  Cowan,  safety 
coordinator  for  the  Utah 
Department  of  Transporta¬ 
tion,  said  failure  of 
individuals  to  prepare  their 
cars  for  winter  driving  causes 
an  increased  number  of 
accidents  with  the  onset  of 
winter  each  year.  He  said 
usually  about  the  middle  of 
November  or  when  winter 
weather  arrives,  the  number 
of  monthly  accidents 
increase. 

“People  need  to  begin  now 
checking  their  anti-freeze, 
battery,  windshield  wipers, 
heating  system  and  other 
general  inaintainenc^  items,” 
Cowart  said.  “Some  people 
think  that  things  such  as 
checking  the  battery  are  not 
important.  But  sometimes  a 
bad  battery  or  battery 
connection  can  cause  the  car 
to  stall,  leading  to  an 
accident.” 

Cowan  added  that  winter 
driving  often  involves  wet 
roads  or  black  ice.  He  said 
that  often  during  a  short 
drive,  one  may  encounter 
dry,  clear  roads  one  minute 
and  wet  hazardous  roads  the 
next.  The  best  safeguard 
against  accidents  under  these 
conditions  is  to  drive  slower. 

“The  problem  with  black 
ice  (a  transparent  sheet  of 
ice)  is  that  many  times  you 
don’t  even  know  your  on  it 
until  it’s  too  late,”  Cowan 
said. 

“Having  snow  tires  on  is 


something  too  many  people 
don’t  do  until  heavy  snow  fall 
begins,”  Cowan  noted. 

He  continued,  “Snow  tires 
are  one  of  the  main  safety 
precautions  that  should  be 
taken  even  before  snow 
begins.” 

Other  safety  precautions 
include  checking  for 
monoxide  leaks  from  the 
exhaust  and  always  clearing 
frost  from  windows.  Cowan 
added  in  addition  to  being 
dangerous,  frost-covered 
windows  are  against  the  law. 

“Many  people  think  that  as 
long  as  the  windshield  is 
clear,  it  doesn’t  matter  about 
the  side  and  back  windows. 
This  is  not  true;  all  windows 
should  be  clear  before 
starting  to  drive,.’  he  said. 

According  to  Cowan,  there 
are  defensive  driving  courses 
available  to  the  public  for  a 
small  fee.  Information 
concerning  these  can  be 
obtained  from  the  highway 
patrol. 


FRESNO,  CAlif.  (AP)  - 
Baldasare  Forestiere  has  been 
dead  for  almost  30  years,  but 
the  10-acre  subterranean 
labyrinth  he  dug  by  hand  has 
lived  after  him  to  become  a 
monument  to  human 
perseverance. 

Forestiere,  an  Italian 
immigrant  who  came  to 
Fresno  in  the  early  1900s, 
was  ridiculed  by  many  as  the 
“Human  Mole”  for  the  40 
years  he  spent  digging  what  is 
now  called  the  Fresno 
Underground  Gardens. 

The  Maze-like  burrow  is 
actually  a  series  of  about  1 00 
rooms,  chambers,  hallways 
grottos,  alvoces  and  nooks 
hewn  from  the  San  Joaquin 
Valley  hardpan  by 
F  orestiere’s  muscles  and  a 
pick  and  shovel. 

In  1939,  after  laboring  for 
more  than  30  years  on  his 
monumental  undertaking, 
Forestiere  told  a  reporter  he 
was  digging  for  fun. 

Money 

“Money?  What  would  I  do 
with  money?”  he  said.  “If  I 
had  a  million  dollars  I 
couldn’t  spend  it.  I  am  broke, 
but  this  cavern  and  all  the 
work  it  represents  is  worth 
more  than  $1  million  to  me.” 

The  Sicilian  moved  to 
America  in  1902  when  he  was 
23.  After'  making  the 
transcontinental  trek  several 
years  later,  he  began  digging 
his  home  below  the  earth  and 
actually  finished  the  living 
quarters  in  eight  years. 

But  Forestiere,  who  learned 
to  tunnel  while  working  on 
subways  in  New  York  and 
Boston,  couldn’t  stop 
hollowing  out  the  earth. 
Yellowed  newspaper  clippings 
show  reporters  checked  with 
him  every  few  years,  and  he 
would  always  say  he  needed  a 
few  more  years  to  finish  his 
project. 

Caverns 

The  caverns  feature  a 
chapel,  cheese-and 
wine-making  rooms  and  a 
huge  auditorium  100  feet 
long  and  50  feet  wide  with  a 
25-foot  high  ceiling. 

In  the  ceilings  of  his  rooms 
Forestiere  chiseled  skylights 
for  ventilation  and  light,  then 
fashioned  glass  lids  to  keep 
out  the  few  inches  of  rain 
that  fall  here  each  year. 

Trees  flourish  in  open 
spaces  between  the  rooms, 
including  a  citrus  tree  which 
produces  six  or  seven 
different  types  of  fruit. 
Forestiere  learned  the 
grower’s  trade  from  his 
father,  a  wealthy  farmer,  but 


decided  he  wanted  freedom 
more  than  an  inheritance 
when  he  left  the  old  country. 

Today,  the  gardens  are  a 
tourist  attraction,  luring  tens 


of  thousands  of  curious 
spectators  annually  into  the 
cool  under-ground  caverns  for 
a  glimpse  of  what  one  man 
spent  his  life  creating.

BYU  fumbled  five  times  and  lost  the  ball 
five  times.  UTEP  fumbled  the  ball  six  times 
and  lost  it  five. 

Mistakes  plagued  both  teams,  though 
favored  BYU  still  managed  at  20-10  victory 
over  the  hapless  Miners.  The  win  gave  the 
Cougars  a  6-4  season  record  with  one  game 
remaining,  while  UTEP  finished  at  1-10. 

Total  offensive  yardage  was  close  -  290 
yards  for  BYU,  265  for  the  Miners.  UTEP 
led  in  rushing,  147  to  133.  BYU  had  the
